under the purview of 20 to 80 count should be exelusivsly lcsci 
ved to handloom weavers 

In this State there aie a lakh and ninety thou md liandlo >ms 
on which neatly 3 lakhs of wotkcis men and women woik 
Added to this a similai number of depend mts aie theie Ihus 
all put together six lakhs of people men women md ehilchcn 
depend upon this rndustiy Compared to this the textile mills 
forming pan of a large industry employ only fouiteen thousind 
woikers These fouiteen thousand woikeis compute ol diftc 
tent categories — spinners weavers and ako inulliaiy staff like 
clerks watchmen and so on 

The Planning Commission while enunciating the State Policy 
has cleail) mentioned that the State Policy of vilhgc lnduslncs 
should be that uhei.evei large scale lnduahy competes with cottage 
industry an apptopoiutte course to adopt would be to U y md for 
mulate a common production progiomme One of the impol 
tant factors that should be consideied in di awing up this common 
production programme is icervation of sphcics of production 
The common pioducbon piogiamme necessoiily implies a measure 
of conuol by the Goveinment especially on the organisational 
side -of the industry The leaervation of spheics has alicady been 
effected on a small scale between organised textile uvdustiy and 
hand loom weavers In view of the employment which has 
become a fauly constant featuie of the hand loom uidustiy theie 
is scope for the extension of this pimciple 

Our resolution is in conformity with the pimciple enunciated 
by the Planning Commission that a common pioduction piogra 
rmne should be drawn up for the large scale and village industry 
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and to achieve that purpose while drawing up that propamine 
I submit 1 measure of control is necessary Our present ieBO 
lution conforms to that pnnciple and suggests and recommends 
to the Government of India to lescrvc certain patterns to the hand 
loom sector 

Without poing into detail ibout the conditions that oie obtain- 
ing all ovci India I would like to tell something about the Hyder- 
abad situation which leve ils my thic itcning picture Hydeiabad 
ib the thud biggest in cotton pioduction in India AU tho cotton 
that is pioduccd in Hydeiabad is not consumed In 1951 5a 
cotton to the value of 15 aoies 19 lakhs has been exported and 
in letuin what did wc impoit ? We imported cloth worth 14 
croies and 60 lakhs and yarn woith2 croies and 88 lakhs of rupees 
This clcoily lcveals thjt while we export employment we are 
impoiting unemployment If these figures are scrutinised it 
will be cleat tint the law mateinl which could have been very 
piofitably utilised here is being exported and cloth which could 
have been easily manufacturea heie is being imported 

That shows that there has not been planning to connect pro 
perly the law miteiial tnd the manufactured goods Not that 
there is no sufficient man powei to consume this cotton, not 
that theic is no demand foi cloth but the law material hosbeen left 
in the hands of piofit m ikers who make many by exportingcott on 
Similarly the cloth which could have been produced by the hands 
loom weavers was being produced by the big nulls in India Thi- 
has been the unfortunate situation If the right type of industrial 
policy is to bo evolved and if this raw material that is available in 
this State is to be profitably conveitcd into finished goods it is very 
necessary in the first place that the textile industry should evolved 
a common piogiamme of pioduction 

In the yen 1949 the Government of India allowed a leserva 
tion of certain items to tfie handlooras fhese items included 
saices with bordeia exceeding a in width and also aaieeswith 
zart 01 gold coloul or silk yarn in the borders Also sarees which 
have got silk yarn in their body were reserved for the handloom 
industry I hat means the Mills were prohibited from manufa- 
cturing these types of saices Dhothies the borders of which 
would exceed J also weie not to be manufactured by the mills 
Some other items like Lungies Dustars Towels etc were also 
reserved for handloom weaving But experience has shown that 
the mills could produce cloth ot sirqilai width and get them dyed, 
2 
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printed and coloured outside Also cloth of the some width 
of dhoties was being manufactured in the mills and 
the borders were being supplied flora outside This sort 
of by passing has taken place and the advantage which 
should have accrued to the handloom industiica did not really 
acaue There is a criticism that if this monufactuie of sareea 
and dhothies below 80 counts is left to the handloom industry 
then it will not be able to pioduce enough stocks Dut if saustlca 
are considered the capacity to produce in. the handloom industry 
is so much that it can produce not only foi India but even for 
export The yarn supply hitherto has been so meagre that no 
loom worked for more than 10 days If every loom workes for a 
month of 24 walking days with a day of 8 hours it can pioduce 
easily 100 to 120 yaids of cloth So the feat that is expressed 
that if these two patterns are reserved for the handloom 
they may fa 1 to supply sufficiently to the consumei is not justified 
Hyderabad having such an important place in the production of 
cotton and also having 1 90 000 looms will be very successful 
if production is so planned that the textile lndustiy will not be 
competitive complementary As a matter of fact expeits in the 
industrial sector advise thatthelarge scalemdustiy should be uti 
heed to manufacture semi finished goods The&iei finish 01 the 
fuller finish should be left to the craftsmen The large scale industry 
has a great handicap in not being able to change the pattern aa 
as and when it likes or as and when the market demands It has 
only this advantage of tak ng to masB pioduction of a paibcular 
pattern If that pattern has to be changed it needs lot of disk) 
cation The advantage the handloom industry has is that 
as and when the market demands a change m the pattern 
it can eas ly adjust itself Semi finished goods like yam are 
pi od jeers commodities There are three types of commodities 
ore is the consumers commodities the other is the producers 
convnedues and the third is the aaf goods It will be 
advwtageoua or it will be economical for the barge sale industry to 
produce producers goods like yarn metal sheets etc If brass 
heetB are manufactured by large scale industries the craft s men 
the metal workers will be able to convert them into vessels or 
into Borne ether finished goods In this connection if the large 
scale industries confine themselves to producing yarn the hand 
joom weavers are there to convert it into a finished product 
This sort of co ordination or integration is necessary If weaving 
is taken on a large scale by the mills while unemploying lakhs 
of wea\erj it wulleadueto such a catastrophe which we will not 
be able to face z\ crore» of rupees have been invested in the 
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textile industry* in the ante and after investing 2j croies of lupees 
we could not piovide employment to moie than 14 thousand 
people taking it foi gi anted thit we are capable of expand ng 
this industry and putting in moie capital Is it possible to lehabi 
Utate 6 lakhs of weaveis in the urban aieas Ii my opinion 
it is a stupendous task and it is not a thing worth while t ying 
The uiban areas are already oveiaowded aid the other pioblems 
that spring up are hoi sing water supply medical aid etc 
Many such d faculties have to be conf onted and we aie alieady 
confronting some Displacing this rural population and making 
them march to urban aleas and making then lives miseiable is 
not a thing which we aie v suihsing The craftsmen should be 
allowed to be in the village India is a land of villages Urban 
isation does not mean that the 32 thousand villages in Hyderabad 
should be completely dislocated and all the people should be 
brought togethci into two dozen or a dozen places That is 
not urbanisation and that is not what we are hying to do Just 
for the Bake of electricity for the sake of the cinema the newspa 
per or the radio the vulagei need not maich to the town We 
will have to carry electricity newspapei ind the iadio to his hut 
That should be the piocess Impoverishing the woiket thiough 
making him unemployed in tie village and making him march 
to the uiban areas will be a wiong economic pokey Theie are 
some who say that the handloom industly is a subsidiaiy industry 
and therefoie the handloom woiker can affoid to be an ogncul 
rural worker But the hon Membeis know that land is alieady 
over populated 68% of the population in the state live 



on land Our endeavour should be to divert a poition of the 
population to othei occupations So it is no good arguing that 
the handloom worker in the village should live updh land 
Considering from all these points of view the Government has come 
to the conclusion that the pioducaon sphere must be fixed and 
reservations muBt be made In Hydeiabad there are 6 textile 
mills and the numbei of looms are 2 57a The hon Member 
from Ippoguda has brought amendments pertaining to the unemp 
loyment that may be caused by leseivmg the production of Dho 
ties and Sarees to the handloom weavers It is never meant 
in this resolution that the looms should be closed in the textile 
mills Theie will be ample woik to produce other patterns 
It is never visualised that one must be robbed to pay the other 
This is not the case The nulls could take up to other patterns 
and need not take to retrenchment but we should see that the 
mills should not expand their loomage If at all there should be 
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any expansion it should be in the direction of irr rcisirg the 
spindles Our mills Bhould be capable of piodueine, ill tin yarn 
that is nece airy for the hindloom industry 1 hat is tht idea 
There is no suggestion that the piesent loom- should kept idle 
and the present woikers in the textile mills shill Ik. tin own out 
In the hindloom sector ilso thcie 11c ntuly 40 thousand looms 
which aie idle They weie idle oomc time ago bttnike they 
could not get yam But now even the looms which \re getting 
yarn are forced to be idle the leiaon bcinp th it there is accumul 
ation of stocks The cost of the stock w estimated to bt ibout 
40 lakhs of lupees 

This is due to the export mirket becoming less lcsponsive 
and the huge scale industry tiyrug to oust the hindkom indusliy 
by producing Sarees and Dhoties whidi 11c les cobtly Dhoties 
and SareeB produced by the handlooms aie costkci thin those 
produced by the mills 

Shn V D Deshptmde May I know what is tht peicfntige 
of Dhoties and Saiees and the total pioduction in yaidb of the 
textile nulls in Hyderabad 

Shrt V B Rqju I hive tiled my beat to collect the figuies 
The handloom. weaveis organisation could not keep a coirect 
recoid but they aay this is a very great percentage 

Shn V D Deshpande I want the figuies about textile mills 
I want to know the proportion of Dhoties rod Saiees compaied 
with the other total pioduction in the textile mills 

Shn V B Raju I could gel the figure foi the whole of Indii 
but I coyld not get it for Hyderabad Tor the whole of India 
theie are 28 lakhs of handlooms producing 1800 million yards 
of Dhoties and Sarees This is the figure I could get on in 
all India basis I could not get the figure pertaininp to the mills 
regarding their percentages of Dhoties ind baieeb mil other 
patterns 

I was mentioning about letrenchment and is I sud it is not 
necessary that the boms should be closed m the Mills and the 
workers should be thiown out of worfc 

The large scale mdustiy is trying to oust the hindloom u 
dustry in the export market as well as in the home maiket In 
the Home market the sarees and dhoties that ire being pioduced 
by the Mills are being sold at a cheaper late the reaton being 
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that the yun supplied to them foi weivmg within the milk u 
woiking at a chcipci ntc The yun that 18 being supplied to 
the hindloom wcaveis hi to go through 1 poiticulai pioceba 
which is miking in additional charge on the cost The nulla 
hive to 1 eel it then make it into bundles pack it stamp it and 
it hit to pisb thiough so miny bottUnecks and when it leaches 
the wcava it goes up by 30 to 30 pei cent So the cloth pioduced 
hy the weivei is unible to compete with the cloth produced in 
the mill 1 his is i veiy impotent factoi and the G vcrnrnent 
also u conudenng how the exrn rhaigc that is now being added 
in the coBt 01 in the PJK-e of the yarn th it is given to the weaver 
could be avoided That is one thing 

Anothei thing is the textile mdustiy has an oigmmtion has 
the advantage of an intellectual pubheity and quick Uonspoit 
and it could cchpse the handloom cloth in the outside maiket 

Mr Speaker I would like to invite the ittenuon of the 
Member to Rule No 154 which says 

' No speech on a lesolution except with the peimission of

Piovidtd that the movei of a lesolution when moving the same

Mr Speaker Alhight, the hon Membei may continue 

Shn V B Rtgu The handloom industry is facing the some 
situation today as the large scale industry of the countiy faced 
at the time of the British regime, when it demanded protection 
fiom the exploitation of foreign impoits When large scale 
industries could enjoy that puvuege» at that time and lata on 
why should not the handloom mdustiy ask foi simiki piolecbon 
while aggression is taken place ? Theie is every justification for 
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the demand of this protection by the handloom weaving section 
The reason why this resolution is brought befoie the House is 
that the people n this profession have ventilated their giievancea 
and have been ventilating them from a veiv long time on the 
platform in the press and so on -ind they hive done whatever 
they could As a section of the society they did so But if 
this resolution gets the approval of tl is Ho isc there will be moie 
weight to this demand that all the sections of society have suppor 
ted their demand That is the very leoson why the approval of 
this House is being sought 

The amendment* moved to this resolution confunB an appeil 
to the Government of India and the Govt of Hyderabad for 
certain other concessions I would hke to lemind the movei of 
of this amendment that this resolution is in officiil lesolubon 
it a a Government resolution and myself being a Membra of 
the Government it will be too inpertinent oi too funny n my 
part to request the Government to do auch and such a thing 
That is the technical objection to this amendment 

Shn V D Deshpande Mr Speaker Su On a point of 
informat on when the House has seized of the resolution I think 
it cesses to be of any paibcukr person When the whole dis 
cuss on starts it is the House that has taken hold of the Resolu 
Hon and I do not believe that it can be supposed that any parti 
cular person or Mm ster as such can put himself in possession of 
the resolution but it is the House collectively that seizes of it 
May I know the position about this ? 

Shn V B Rmu What I wanted to say wis that it is a resolu 
tion moved by the Government and when Government itself has 
brought a resolution before this house it is superfluous if in appeal 
urging the Government to do something is lncorpoiated in it It is 
allngEt so far as it concerns the Government or India but with 
regard to the Govt of Hyderabad if the Government could 
accept this amendment it could without this amendment, do it 
What I am trying to submit is that it is not necessaiy 

Apart from that I would hke to deal with the merits and 
dements of the amendment in patts The first part says 

That instead of entirely depending on the Imports from 
dollar Sterling area of high prices other avenues should be utilised 
to meet our needs of long staple cotton 
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There is nothing like Dollir Sterling area as distinct from non 
Dollar Steiling Arci The Government of Ind 1 could natuially 
look to a maikct which would supply at a cheaper rate and also 
which woild accept mpeea 01 which will iccommodate any for- 
eign exchange If othei aieis would provide at a cheapei late 
than at the lite it which the piesent ireas supply the Government 
of India wo ild -Uwiys tike it ind it his been and mote than once 
that the policy of the Government is not to confine itself to any 
particulai arei 01 show my pa ticular favouitsm to iny pa U 
cular area Therefoie this recommendition to the Govt of 
India is not necessaiy They know very well about it and 
by suggesting this there is no immediate benefit that acciues to 
our handloom weavers in the State Secondly the cotton that 
is imported is long staple cotton and it may be available only from 
certain particuhi aieaa It cannot be mpoited fiom any country 
and eveiy counby it is impoited fiom the aieaa from where this 

rof cotton will be available Our Deal cotton can pioduce 
coaise ind the medium type of yarn Tor fine md super 
fine yun long stiple cotton is necessity and the quantity 
thit is estimated to be lequired s ibout la hkha of bales As 
the Government knows it is countries like Egypt that cin supply 
this type of cotton ind we arc not awate whethei Egypt fills 
within Steiling Dollar irea 01 any othei aiea 

Then the second pait of the amendment is that yam pioduced 
m our countiy being ehoit of our own needs should onno accoi nt 
be exported Aa a mittei of fict veiy little qi antity of yarn is 
being expoi ted If there winy expoit it is foi the leison that the 
weiveis hive filled to lift it So this ilso is not necessity since 
the Government fully leahse tl it local needs come fiist and then 
only can my expoit be illowed 

The third put is thit the Government should help to clear 
the accumulated stocks by purd i ng its needs foi mihtiiy 
police ind postil depntmcnts ind supplying municipal 
employees throigh Coiponlon M niapahties etc etc Tor 
the nvuketing of hmaloom products of Puichising Boird 
be constituted etc etc In this connection I might state 
that a memoiandum his been submitted by the Central 
Weaveis Organisation and the Gove nment has alieady issured 
them that whatevei conceas ons possible wo ild be given to the 
weavers and as the hon Members know the Govei nment 
have constituted 8 handloom Board — mdtheiemay be State Boards 
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too— and it la under the considention of the Government to 
form a aimilai Boaid here So when the Government is ikeady 
consideiing the demands of the Centiu Wcivcis Oiginisition 
an amendment of this type is not neccstaiy 

Then comes the question of subsidy to the Ilindloom we ivers 
Subsidy in my opinion — or in the opinion of the Government is 
to 1 new lndustiy Handloom mdustiy is in indent indusliy of 
out country No amount of spoon feeding will b vo the industry 
It should be self supporting and if subsidy is given it becomes 
an influence on the weavers not to btnve to m ike the industry 
self sufficient Any industry that atiives to live upon subsidy 
u not a nitional asset So the handloom mduBtiy cinnot be 
maintained by giving subsidy Besides the hon Membei 
who is the movet of the resolution knows the finmciil position 
of die State to what extent it can give subsidy ind how long it 
it can continue it and so on it is not 1 piieuciblc 01 pi icticil 
suggestion and is theiefoie not acceptable to Government 

Next it is said that co opeiative enterprise bhould be eneouii 
ged and to that end a sum of Ra 50 should be idvuieed to cich 
weaver to emble him to become 1 mtmbei I mipht idd here 
that 80% of tht weavers have already become co opentors The 
Co operative Oiganisation for Weavers has enlisted i big number 
of weweis aheady and a simdai demand his been pheed 1 y the 
organisation I again want to leiteiate heie that the financial 
position of the State will not peinut such subvention it this 
moment Nexuy when a cottage mdustiy on a co openuve 
basis is to be encouraged it would be a contndictwn if die 
Government encourages factories in the hmdloom sectoi It 
would not fit in the resolution and does not confoim to the Bpint 
of the resolution What the Government deaues is that the 
handloom industry should be encouiaged on a co-operative bisis 
and while encouraging co opeiauon it will not be piopci to 
encourage i capitalist system or any other system along with thil 

Anothei part of the amendment says thit excise duty and 
sales tax on handloom cloth should be lemoved completely 
StIcb tix on handloom cloth is leviable only if it costs 
more than Ra 3 per yard and handloom cloth costing less than 
Rs 3 pei jaid is exempted ftom the sales tax and if I retnembei 
correctly— I am subject to correction— the lion Membei who 
moved the amendment is one of those who opposed this eacem 
ption at the time of the diswsum on the Sales Tu Amendment 
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Bill Residing excise duty I mut>t say thit theie is no excise 
duty on hindl om cloth ind 1 do not know how the Hon Member 
got tl is mfoim ition th it thcie is exciw, duty on handloom cloth 
As fit i the Government knowb thae i.> a ccos on the mill cloth 
and theie is no c\cii>e duty is °uch on the hondloom cloth 

The unendment fuither siyt. thit hindloom woikers Bhould 
be exempted ft om houw. t ix Agicitti numberoflhesewoikeishve 
mulhgosand vciy few live m urhtn new Idonotthmktheie is 
any house t ix in villages and thow: who h ve in ui ban n ens will have 
to pay municipal t ix 

These 11 e the icosons which prompt me to oppose the amend 
ment 

Somewhere in tho -unendment it is said thit yarn should be 
supplied it 1 itea obtuning in 1947 I can lcvcil thiB infoimation 
to the hon Mcmbei tli it it the moment yirn is being sold it a 
cheaper 1 ite in the open maiket thin the late thit is chaiged by 
the hindloom oiguu/ition Yarn is ivuhble it cheipei rites in 
die bizir ind the lates of yirn confoim to the geneiil cost of pio 
duction This has to be lelited to the cost of other items ilso 
The cost of yun cinnot go down unless the puce of cotton is 
reduced 

If the pnee of cotton is reduced it is the cultivitoi who sufleie 
So it will not be possible to isolate yarn and reduce its puce, while 
the puce of othei commodities ne at such 1 high level The 
demand at the moment is not foi the 1 eduction in the cost of yarn 
as such but in the dispos U of the accumuhted stocks and in the 
reserv ition of certain patterns ind as I have iheady said if the 
yun is costing moie 101 them it is foi this lcison that there ate 
over held chirget in mills foi releasing yam to the weaveis If 
iny such lemedy or any such process could be evolved thit yarn 
could be supplied to weaveis in the same mannei as it is being 
supplied to mills foi weaving then the cause foi the complaint 
that is being made will not be theie 

Without taking the fuither tune of the House and reserving 
further comments at the end of the debate if oppoitunity 18 given 
to me foi anaweting any such queries I would liko to submit to 
the House thit the Resolution may be pissed as it was bi ought 
in without amendments
